Found In City Dump 
Persons who believed they had 
seen the junk man were sum m on­ 
ed to view the peddler in the po­ 
lice line-up. 
Inspector Nevel said the tracing 
of the quilt was an 
“ im portant 
link” in the search for the mad 
man who has 
decapitated 
five 
women and seven men in the last 
three years. The city has offered 
a $5,000 reward for him. 
Remains of the most recent vic­ 
tims. a man and the woman about 
whose torso the quilt was w rap­ 
ped. were found a week ago today 
in a dump between the downtown 
section of Cleveland 
and 
L ake 
Erie. The barber, Charles Damyn, 
lives less than a half mile from 
he dump. The torn quilt chang­ 
ed hands behind his apartm ent. 
“That quilt, we hope, eventual- 
y will be traced to the man who 
wrapped it around the 
woman 
torso victim,” 
Inspector 
Nevel 
said. “ If we locate the junkm an, 
perhaps we can learn where the 
milt 
w«nt 
when 
it 
left 
his 
lands.” 
“Jollities” Condemned 
Damyn said he could not be 
mistaken about the quilt. 
“The torn spots on the patch­ 
work are exactly the 
same 
as 
those on the quilt I gave away.” 
The barber said he had cleaned 
his apartm ent and was carrying 
rubbish to the yard when he saw 
the junk collector. The collector 
offered him 67 cents for the arm ­ 
ful. he said, promising to return 
the next day with 
the 
money. 
Damyn said he did not return. 
As detectives hunted the junk 
collector, Safety

Ordered Dissolved By

"We know the identity of the 
man who turned on the steam in 
the air-tight cell block 
and 
he 
will be arrested," the coroner w'as 
quoted. 
"All we do not 
know 
Is 
the 
name of the official who gave the 
order to turn on that steam. 
"They took these prisoners and 
put them in the cell block. They 
stripped them. They saw to it the 
block was air tight. And then the 
steam was turned on. 
Survivors Tell Story 
Hersch said Morris Spat/, and 
Joseph Forte, two prisoners found 
in the same cells w'ith the bodies, 
were seriously ill. 
His 
informa­ 
tion, he said, came from these two 
prisoners. 
Earlier the coroner said autop­ 
sies indicated suffocation. 
The

charge of the investigation. State 
and city authorities began separ­ 
ate inquiries. 
At Harrisburg a member of a

LACK BEAVERS 


Scientists Ma k e Study 
Of Upper Michigan 
Wild Life 


Ann Arbor — Some mysteries 
concerning 
the 
distribution 
of 
birds and beasts on the Reaver is­ 
lands in upper Lake Michigan, are 
being studied by scientists at the 
franbrook Institute of Science and 
the University of Michigan, 
as 
the result of a month's 
survey 
this summer by a joint expedition 
Dr. Robert T. Matt. director of 
the Cranbrook Institute of Science, 
and Dr. Joselyn VanTyne, curator 
of the bird division at the univer­ 
sity museums, found that in many 
respects wildlife on 
one 
island 
was different from 
that 
of 
a 
neighboring island only 
a 
few 
miles distant. 
The two scientists 
visited all of the Beaver group ex­ 
cept High, Garden and Hog 
is­ 
lands. 
So Trace of Beavers 
Strange as it 
may 
seem, 
if 
there's anything in a name, 
no 
traces of beavers were found any­ 
where. 
Trout island is infested 
with ants, whereas the other is­ 
lands included in the survey had 
comparatively few such 
insects. 
The great blue heron was found 
nesting on Hat and Squaw islands, 
but was not 
encountered 
else­ 
where by the expedition. 
No more 
than 50 kinds of birds were found 
on any of the islands that 
were 
visited, although a much greater 
number would exist in a similar 
area on the mainland. 
However, 
the Islands have some species that 
are absent from the nearest main­ 
lands. 
On Shoe island, the expedition 
located the Caspian tern, 
whose 
only previously known Michigan 
habitat was Delta county in 
the 
upper peninsula. 
Due to their re­ 
search on the Beavers, Dr. Hatt 
and Dr. VanTyne were able to add 
Squaw island to the Seney 
and 
Saginaw bay districts as 
nesting 
places of the pintail duck. 
Few 
robins were„seen on the^Beavers, 
and the sparrow 'was found only 
at St. James, on the largest of the 
group. 
Starlings were on all the 
islands visited by the expedition. 
One Kind of Mouse 
Only one kind of mouse — the 
deermouse— was located anywhere 
The chipmunk did not put in his 
appearance except 
on 
the 
big 
Beaver. 
This was true also of the 
gray squirrel, though he may be 
present on islands o f the group not 
included in this summer's study. 
Whisky island was appropriately 
loaded with snakes, whereas Trout 
island had almost no reptiles.

Made Record Flight 
That was in Worcester, Mass., 
when he crashed In a takeoff anti 
spent weeks recovering in a Bos­ 
ton hospital.

of 
his 
greatest 
aerial 
achievements was

flight from 
Lob Angeles to New York, June 2. 
1933, in 13 hours, 26 minutes, a 
record that still compares favor­ 
ably with other record flights for 
the 2,600-mile distance with the 
exception of a single trip by How­ 
ard Hughes.

Joplin, Mo.—With 600 or more 
boys busy swinging bats in a city­ 
wide boy baseball league sponsored 
here by Gabby Street, manager of 
the St. Louis Browns, and the local 
Lions club, it is pretty hard for 
youngsters to find time to go in tor 
tile kinds of activity that land them 
in Juvenile court, 
Last year, the first of the Gabby 
Street League, Juvenile delinquency 
during the summer decreased 85 
per cent, according to E. O. Hum­ 
phry, Juvenile officer of Joplin, a 
city of 33,000. 
Rules of the league are that any 
pupil In Joplin schools, between the 
ages of 12 and 20, is eligible. 
The 
poorer the boy, the better the spon­ 
sors like it; they want to provide 
sport for boys who ordinarily never 
have a chance. 
The Lions club 
has a spec ial committee in charge, 
beaded by Jimmy 
O’Kelley 
aud 
Steve Parker. 
There is a coach for 
each team. 
Officials include nine 
caretakers and ten umpires. 
Con­ 
duct rules make swearing or drink­ 
ing subject to a week’s suspension 
for the first offense, two weeks’ 
suspension for the second offense, 
and “retirement” for the season for 
the third. 
These rules apply to 
officials as well as to players. And 
both have found association with 
tho league too valuable 
to 
risk 
losing. 
Nine hundred boys enrolled in 
the league this spring, with nearly 
600 en the active playing list now. 
There are 13 teams of 12 members 
each. The remainder of the players 
are free lances subject to duty on 
anv team In their section of the 
city. 
Teams are known as “Sunny 
Jims,” "Pirates,” “Giants,” “ Yan­ 
kees” and the like. 
Scorekeeping 
is done in league style, with indi­ 
vidual fielding and batting averages 
being recorded, as well as team 
percentages.

season 
is 
played, with first aud second half 
champions and a grand champion­ 


ship playoff for the year ai ©tach 
division. 
The Joplin Lions club is actively 
in charge with the Joplin Baseball 
Corporation, 
playing 
the 
Joplin 
Miners in the Western Association, 
and Gabby Street as co-sponsors. 
The Miners hold practice sessions 
with the Gabby Street League play­ 
ers, giving them 
Instructions 
in 
playing the various positions. 
The 
league park is also available for 
the boys when special or exhibition 
games 
are 
played. 
Local news­ 
papers and radio give both editorial 
and news support, 
among 
other 
boosting organizations. 
Mr. Street’s support includes the 
giving of instructive talks when­ 
ever he is in town and furnishing 
equipment. 
He bought four sets 
of catcher’s paraphernalia, Includ­ 
ing gloves, masks and protectors 
this year. 
He also furnished sev­ 
eral dozen balls, 
and 
regularly 
sends balls which are not quite up 
to major league standards during 
the season. Three dozen bats were 
sent by a bat manufacturer at his 
instigation and because the manu­ 
facturer believed the idea worth 
while.

The Capital 
Parade

Washington, Aug. 23.— T h e re ’s

disappointment in store for those who ex­ 
pect the anti-monopoly committee’s con­ 
gressional members to keep the committee 
Investigators in check. 
Ostensibly, 
the 
committee line-up is six New Dealers from 
the executive departments, and six mem­ 
bers of Congress, headed by Senator Jos­ 
eph C. O’Mahoney of Wyoming, who has 
been soothingly predicting there "will be 
no witch-hunt.” 
But, in all but 
name, 
there are seven New Dealers from the ex­ 
ecutive departments, and only five mem­ 
bers of Congress now on the committee. 
The fact is that Representative Edward 
C. Etcher, an able Democrat from Iowa, 
has been promised the succession to John 
Hanes’ place on the Securities 
and 
Ex­ 
change commission. In 
these 
matters, 
there may always be a slip-up, but there 
can be no question that Elcher has 
re­ 
ceived the most authoritative assurances, 
and th at the assurances have been 
con­ 
firmed by the President himself. 
In ex­ 
pectation of becoming an SEC 
commis­ 
sioner, Etcher is not running for 
re-elec­ 
tion. 
Bieber is one of the six 
congressional 
members of the anti-monopoly committee. 
He was the only New Dealer named by the 
Vice-President and Speaker Bankhead. In 
any case, he probably would have voted 
with the committee’s members from 
the 
executive branch. 
Now it may be taken 
as certain that he will do so. 
Of course, when Congress 
reconvenes 
in January, he will be forced to give 
up 
his congressional committee membership. 
But, by that time, the investigators will 
have received their authorizations; funds 
will have been appropriated, and 
public 
hearings will have been held. 
No matter 
how much It may be desired to check the

possible to do so. 
— AGRARIAN PROGRESSIVE— 
The anti-monopoly Investigation Is the 
last and biggest weapon in the armory of 
the New Deal left wing.

He is an agrarian 
progressive, with a lively

pointment indicates how little ^he Presi­ 
dent cares, these days, for conciliating the 
conservative element.

The chances are that Eicher will con­ 
tinue connected with the 
anti-monopoly 
committee, although not as

SEC Commissioner Je r­ 
ome N. Frank is about to be appointed to 
the District of Columbia Circuit Court of 
Appeals, and that will leave the committee 
seat vacant. 
The Frank appointment, it may be add­ 
ed, is another evidence of the President's 
leftward inclination.

Yet, Frank was gazetted for the job. Once

F ra n k ’s name is to be one of the first 
sent to the new Congress for confirmation. 
And the men now being mentioned to suc­ 
ceed Frank at the SEC are no more pleas­ 
ing than Eicher to conservatives. 
To return to the anti-monopoly investi­ 
gation. the efforts to moderate its fervor 
still continue.

“The 
Mobilization of Labor in 
Russian Siberia" was the theme of 
an extremely interesting 
address 
delivered to the Manistique Rotary 
club Monday noon by 
Ted 
Hoff- 
meier, engineer of the 
Forestry 
Department, who spent five years 
in Siberia in the construction of a 
huge steel mill there. 
The speaker described the vari­ 
ous methods of approach used by 
the Soviet government to 
entice 
labor into Siberia. The mill which 
vos constructed there is one of the 
largest in the world, covering seven 
miles and employing thousands of 
workers. 
Posters 
falsely 
depicting 
the 
pelasures of the country were first 
used to attract the labor into Si­ 
beria, but when this eventually fail­ 
ed. labor was attracted to meeting 
places by free motion pictures, aft­ 
er which an orator eloquently por­ 
trayed the wonders of the land and

cards were taken 
from workmen who refused to go 
to Siberia to work on 
the 
con­ 
struction of the mill. Laborers hir­ 
ed out for a stated period of time 
were denied the privilege of re­ 
luming home after their time had 
expired, the speaker declared. Men 
who attempted to escape were shot.

Two miles of oil aggregate pave­ 
ment was laid on tile Danforth road 
yesterday by the Delta county high­ 
way department In the largest sin­ 
gle (lay's work to he handled by 
the resurfacing crew. Warm weath­ 
er, with low humidity, plus a long. 
straight stretch of road, made the 
high-speed work possible, 
The asphalt oil aggregate being 
used on county roads is mixed right 
on the highway. 
The gravel Is first 
hauled in and dumped on the road, 
to a depth of three inches all over 
the highway. 
Danforth 
road 
is 
being paved to a width of 18 feet. 
After 
the 
gravel 
has 
been 
smoothed out the oil distributor 
runs over the highway, spraying on 
the asphalt road oil. 
The oil being 
used this summer Is about 90 per 
cent aspliult., which guarantees a 
solid roadway but which requires 
warm, dry days for proper mixing. 
The gravel and oil are mixed by 
a new type of machine called the 
retread paver, 
This device, a type 
if grader, is pulled by a heavy j 
tractor and does Die work of five 
hi para ie grading operations as it 
mixes the oil aud gravel. 
Divided 
into sections, the 
retread 
paver 
turns over the mixture live limos 
as ii passes over the road. 
Three 
suparate applications of oil are 
inane, followed by mixing with the 
new machine, 
When mixing is complete the ma­ 
chine lays the aggregate surface 
out smooth, and a roller is run over 
the road to set ll in place, 
A total of 17 miles of oil aggre­ 
gate [laving is scheduled for this 
summer throughout the county.

itll pit! River one mile has been 
completed and 4:6 miles on the 
Danforth road are nearly done.

3.5 mile stretch on the Flat Rock 
road will be paved, together with 
four miles at Bark River, 
A large program of paving is con­

He was assisted by his 
helper. 
Walton Richardt. 
The 
traps were set on paths in the 
woods where the men saw signs 
of bear. 
The men had finished setting 
the traps and were on their way 
back to the Chrouser farm house 
when Chrouser saw the female 


bear and two cubs a quarter mile 
from 
his 
home in the woods. 
Richardt ran to the house for a 
rifle and Chrouser hid and watch­ 
ed the bears. 
The mother bear 
several 
times 
approached 
the 
thicket in which Chrouser hid. 
raised on her haunches, sniffed 
the air and grunted “ like a pig,” 
Chrouser said. 
Detected 
finally 
by the big 
bear, Chrouser ran from the thick­ 
et toward his home. 
The bears 
pursued him, he said. 
On the 
way to the farm he met Richardt 
returning with the rifle. ChTouser 
grabbed the rifle, turned and fired 
on the bears. 
He killed the moth­ 
er bear, wounded one of the cubs. 
The bear was dragged to the 
farm house with ropes. 
Chrouser 
said many signs of bear have been 
noted about his farm since last 
spring. 
Many reports of bears with cubs
